You Can Deride W hether You or the 
Ear Worms Enjoy your Sweet < ©rn. 


If you plant sweet corn early, 
when it gets 18 inches tall begin to 
watch for the corn borer. Examine 
the corn plants every day looking 
for eRg masses laid by the moths. 
These will be small patches of 
translucent white, an eighth of an 
inch in diam eter, composed of tiny 
round objects like fish scales, over­ 
lapping. As they devolep they first 
turn yellow, th* n black. 
When they hatch out. the tiny 
worms will eat their way toward the 
corn stalk, and your belt defense is 
to have them crawl over a deposit 
of deadly D D T. This is applied as 
a dust or spray, but the method 
recommended by experiment sta ­ 
tions is a Spray. To prepare it ob- i 
lain D D T fifty per cent wettable 
powder, and stir three tablespoons­ 
ful in each gallon of water. Spray 
heavily enough to wet tile corn 
leaves thoroughly, especially reach­ 
ing the joints between stalk and 
leaves. 
Spray three tim es at 5 day in­ 
tervals, and your corn crop should 
be ninety-seven per cent safe from 
tile borers. If your exam ination does 
not disclose any egg masses during 
j the next twenty days, you may be 
safe from the first brood But some- 
i time in August a second brood may 
I appear, and your defense measures 
: must be repeated. 
I you prefer to ase D IJT. dust 
j rather than a spray, it should be at 
least five per cent in strength. 
It is not safe to assume th at corn 
plants which have not yet made six 
leaves arc safe from the borer It 
is true that the insect prefers the 
j larger plants, and that will get the 
| most eggs, but the smaller ones are 
not immune. For the home gar­ 
dener the expense and work en* 
J tailed in this protection are so small, 
I no one should neglect it. 
lf the borers live long enough to 
enter the corn stalk, it will be diffi- 
| cult to destroy them before they 
> kill the plant. They eat their way 
! through the stalk and stems into 
the ear, and the things they do to 
a tine ear of corn will make a home 
gardener weep

Things Of The Soil 


ROGUING BRAMBLE PLANTS 
Why the word "rogue' is applied 
to cultural measures for keeping 
certain plants free from diseases 
and insects must be left to the 
etymologist for answer. W hat in­ 
terests the bramble fruit grower in 
the term bs th at it holds a major 
key in successful raspberry, black­ 
berry, 
boysenberry 
and 
dewberry 
growing. 
The raspberry rane borer is the 
easiest of all bramble enemies on 
which to practice the useful science 
of roguing. In early June a black- 
winged beetle, long horned and dis­ 
tinctly marked with a yellow throat, 
appears. The female deposits her 
eggs in the tissues of new raspberry 
canes. To prevent later cane growth 
from crushing the egg, she makes 
two rows of punctures around the 
stem about an inch ap art, usually 


six or seven inches below the shoot 
tip. It is between the two rings of 
punctures th at she deposits her 
egg ’Hie puncturing causes the tip 
to wilt. W henever this evidence is 
seen and the telltale rings of punc- 
i lures .ire found, the cane should be 
cut of! at once below the lower ring 
and burned. This operation is called 
roguing. 
The red-necked raspberry cane 
borer, despite Ms name, does not 
confine 
its attacks 
to raspberry 
plants. In many instances it wipes 
out blackberry plantings. Roguing 
in early spring or late fall is the 
most effective way to control this 
invader. Usual galls or swellings are 
the chief cane symptoms Both of 
tile borers described travel from 
field to field easily in the beetle 
stage Therefore, roguing and other 
combat measures should be practiced 
on a communitywide scale. 
Buying high quality planting stock 
from a reputable source is an im ­ 
portant factor in starting bramble 
plantations, but thereafter roguing 


1 to keep diseases under control must 
be practiced carefully and promptly. 
One of the most troublesome dis­ 
eases which cannot be curbed by 
spraying is mosaic. There are several 
types and they infect all bramble 
fruits. Red raspberries are perhaps 
most seriously attacked and the El­ 
dorado blackberry least endangered 
Wilting, puckering leaves and 
a 
general stunting of the plant are the 
most general evidences of mosaic. 
Aphids are guilty of spreading 
mosaic virus from stricken to healthy 


plants, although other insects may 
bear at least some of the responsi­ 
bility. W ith tile virus living in the I 
plant sap, suckers from infected red 
raspberry plants will likewise have 
tho 
disease. 
Black-cap 
raspberry 1 
plants are not .subject to this type 
of mosaic spread because they form 
few suckers. 
Growers should rogue out and 
burn all bramble plants at the first 
signs of mosaic. Then they should 
call in the County Farm Agent in j 
mid-September for a general in­ 
spection of the plantation, not only 
to locate overlooked plants having 
mosaic but to determ ine those in- 
' fected by leaf curl aud stteak. 
Anthracnose 
affects 
raspberries, 
blackberries and dewberries. And 
: while spraying with Bordeaux mix­ 
ture just before buds open, again 
about one week before blossoms ap­ 
pear, and soon after the blossoming J 
i period will greatly reduce the dan- 
' gers, yet every grower should prac- 
j tice prompt pruning to aid control.
